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On Town Meeting warrant: 


An attempt © 


fo revive 
mausoleums

An article on the warrant at Monday 
night’s Special Town Meeting asks voters to 
amend the zoning bylaw to allow cemeteries 
in town to construct multicrypt mau- 
soleums. 

“Adoption of this amendment would 
merely allow cemeteries in Andover to seek 
a permit to erect a mausoleum, as a means 
of conserving land as well as to provide an 
alternative, and often preferred, option to 
traditional ground burial,” according to the 
petition. 

The article follows a Zoning Board of 
Appeals vote last March that turned down a 
request to construct a 360-grave mausoleum 
at the Lebanese Cemetery off Corbett Road 
on the Andover/Lawrence line. 

The ZBA voted to uphold a previous deci- 
sion by the building inspector not to issue a 
building permit because construction of the 
multicrypt mausoleum was not included in 
the bylaw. The bylaw does not include

Do police have the right to interfere at 


local parties where alcohol is served?

Parties and teen-agers’ drinking 
were on the minds of three dozen 
Andover High School students last 
Thursday night as they debated 
whether the Andover police have the 
right to interfere at parties where 
alcohol is available to minors. 

The debate, which broke down 
into an informal, open forum where 
many students competed to be heard 
over the voices of their peers, was 
sponsored by the AHS chapter of 
Junior Statesman. Junior Statesman 
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is a national, non-aligned political 
club that fosters current issues 
awareness for high school students. 

Bipasha Ray, a junior at AHS, was 
the evening’s opening debater. She 
spoke for police officers’ rights to 
interfere when there is “probable 
cause to believe a crime,” such as 
underage drinking, is taking place. 
“Underage drinking at a bar is ille- 
gal; we all recognize that,” Ms. Ray 
told the audience. 

“Why then, is it not considered 
equally as illegal at home?” she

According to information Ms. Ray 
said she received from Andover 
Police Lt. Kevin Lynch, a residence 
isn’t a sanctuary for a crime and the 
police are paid to investigate when 
they believe a crime is committed. 

Lt. Lynch told the Townsman this 
week that police usually learn about 
parties when a neighbor calls to com- 
plain about noise or traffic problems, 
Typical police procedure is to send a 
cruiser by the house to observe what

“If (the officer) 
goes by and doesn't 
see anything going 
on, then he can’t go 
in and harass the 
residents. But, if he 
sees teen-agers 
entering or leaving 
the premises with 
alcohol then he can 
take the proper 


steps,” Lt. Lynch 
said. 
Steps include 


knocking on the resi- 
dent's door and 
when it is opened, if 
the officer sees ille- 
gal activity and/or 
smells alcohol on 
what he suspects is 
underage guests’ 
breath, he can arrest 
or take them into 
protective custody, 
Lt. Lynch said. 


Ms. Ray finished 
her opening argu- 
ment by telling her 
peers if they choose 
to drink they have to 
be willing to face the 
consequences, 


Diana Dresser, 
also a junior at AHS, 
spoke against police 
rights to interfere. 
She said police often 


take advantage of 


teen-agers who don't 
know their rights. 
Police enter houses 
without a search 
warrant, she said. In 
many instances 
when police break 
up parties, teen- 
agers flee in cars 
when they are intox- 
icated and shouldn't 
be driving, Ms.

Dresser said. 
“Police are fore- 
ing kids to get into 
cars and drive 
drunk,” she said. 


Senior Laura Wil- 
son, president of the 
AHS Junior States- 
man chapter, who 
was an audience 
member Thursday 
night, challenged 
Ms. Dresser.

Ms. Wilson asked. 


“Not in those 
words exactly,” Ms. 
Dresser responded. 

“Police officers 
don't force people to 
get into cars and 
drive drunk,” Ms. 
Wilson continued. 

“It’s your con- 
scious decision to get 
in and drive away. 
Nobody can make 
you,” she said. 


Bill Hart, a social 
studies teacher at 
AHS who attended 
the debate, asked 
many of the students 
criticizing police 
intervention to ana- 
lyze their argu- 
ments. 


“Many of you 
here are complain- 
ing that you are 
reaching adulthood 
and you resent hav- 
ing your alcohol con- 
sumption restricted. 
But along with adult- 
hood comes the 
responsibility of 
being able to make 
rational choices,” he 
said.

Police don't 
always break up par- 
ties and send under- 
age drinkers scatter 
ing into cars to drive 
drunk, said Brendan 
O'Leary, a senior at 
AHS. According to 
Mr. O'Leary, there 
have been occasions 
when police wait 
outside of parties 
and then monitor 
who leaves them.

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either a definition of, or a zoning category 
for, mausoleums, according to then-chair- 
man Wesley Whitney. 

“There’s nothing in the Andover bylaws 
on the subject of this, that’s for sure,” Mr. 
Whitney said in March. 


The structure proposed, a 22-foot high, by 
30-foot by 60-foot building, was beyond the 
“accessory use” that can be allowed by spe- 
cial permit, according to the board's deci 
sion. 

Mr. Whitney told William Habib, repre 
sentative for the United Lebanese Charitable 
and Cultural Society, of 242 Hampshire St, in 
Lawrence, the only way to be able to build 
the mausoleum would be to go to town meet 
ing and change the bylaw. 

But even if Special Town Meeting amends 
the bylaw, a 1936 state law prohibits con- 
struction of multicrypt mausoleums in ceme-

Shawsheen Extended Day has expanded 
its kindergarten program to include sessions 
for elementary school-aged children. 

Kid’s Club provides working parents with 
safe, stimulating and enriching child care 
during the before- and after-school hours, 
said Laura Edge, its director. 

The program is housed in classrooms in 
the Shawsheen School. Children are bused to 
their neighborhood schools in the morning 
and from the schools in the afternoon. 

Kid’s Club is open from 7 to 9 a.m. and 
from 2:45 to 6 p.m.

“We love to see this involvement between 
parents and children, and parents know they 
are welcome at Kid’s Club at any time.”

“The children feel it is their program; they 
have a voice in what activities they would 
like to participate in and even become an 
integral part of the planning,” she said. 

The teachers take their cue from the chil 
dren, often designing enrichment activities 
around known interests or hobbies. 

“In fact, teachers see themselves more in 
the role of facilitator rather than the role of 
traditional teacher,” Ms. Edge said. “Often 
we just make interesting materials available, 
provide the spark, and the children make 
their own decisions on how the materials are 
to be used.”

The support for the I Have a Dream 
Lawrence students doesn’t end once 
they finish the Lawrence public 
schools. The Websters’ program will 
assist students with locating scholar- 
ships, grants, loans and make sure 
tuition costs don’t keep them from 
going to college. 

The program will supplement the 
students’ grants for four years up to 
the amount of the tuition that is then 
charged by the University of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Lots of emotion 

“My mother cries every time she 
starts to talk about Mr. and Mrs. Web- 
ster and the program,” said 11-year-old 
Shanna Groleau.

I just can’t believe they are doing 
this for my daughter,” she said. 

Mrs. Sullivan hopes to go to college 
one day after her children have grown. 
She said she didn’t take school serious- 
ly enough when she was a student at 
Lawrence High School. 

“There is no reason all 62 ‘Dream- 
ers’ can’t go to college. They have the 
opportunity to better themselves,” 
Mrs, Sullivan said. 

Because the program begins with 
children still in grade school, the stu- 
dents can get a good headstart on the 
education they'll need to be accepted at 
a college, Mrs. Sullivan said.

inspector’s office, according to Mr. 
Teves. 

“Mr. Teves isn’t being persecuted. 
He’s doing it to himself,’ Mr. DeSalvo 
said.

Mr. DeSalvo said he has always 
tried to work out problems with resi- 
dents who have special circumstances 
regarding violations, and that Mr.

And although many parts of the 
town bylaw should be brought up to 
date, according to Mr. DeSalvo, he said 
the so-called car bylaw is not one of 
them and the proposed change is not 
needed. 

“T think it’s redundant. I think the 
bylaw speaks for itself,” Mr. DeSalvo 
said. 

The building inspector said his 


interpretation of the town’s bylaw con- 
cerning how unregistered cars should 
be stored has been consistent. Resi- 
dents can have an unregistered car in 
their yard if it cannot be seen from the 
neighbors’ yards or from the street. 

“T always say, ‘out of sight,” Mr. 
DeSalvo said. 

But because the questions are usual- 
ly over the phone and the building 
inspector can’t see the specific situa- 
tion, he often tells people they must 
park the car indoors. 

“It’s easier to say, ‘Yes. It has to be 
in the garage or in the barn,” Mr. 
DeSalvo said. 

‘Do you think I want to do junk cars 
on a daily basis?” 


Cottage industries 

The eventual shutdown last Christ- 
mas of the Andover Cottage Industries 
craft sales in homes also came from 
information he received and wasn’t 
necessarily seeking. 

“T received a brochure in the mail,” 
Mr. DeSalvo said. 

The brochure advertised the craft 
sales in private homes. Although the 
sales had taken place in other years, 
the event had grown to the point where 
two-thirds of the participants listed 
were not residents in town but were 
coming here just to take part in the 
sales, according to the building inspec- 
tor. And the sales were in residentially- 
zoned neighborhoods. 

“It’s not allowed in the bylaw. What 
can I do? Ignore it? It’s my job,” Mr. 
DeSalvo said. 

Mr. DeSalvo said time doesn’t per- 
mit him to seek every violation of a 
bylaw each time a complaint is issued. 
But he tries to enforce them fairly and 
in a reasonable time period once he 
becomes aware of a violation. 

“All I'm doing is putting out fires,” 
he said. 


Bylaw changes, library hours, budget cuts on warrant

aid. Article 1 on Monday night’s war- 
rant proposes to make a $670,000 bud- 
get cut to balance the budget. Article 2 
reduces a sewer appropriation and fur- 
ther reduces the budget. 

The two proposed budget reduction 
articles would leave Andover’s Fiscal 
1992 town and school operating bud- 
gets 3.4 percent lower than the FY ’91 
budgets. They would reduce the budget 
approved in April from $53,996,551 to 
$53,195,677. 

The $670,000 in cuts can be made 
without any new loss of jobs or ser- 
vices, according to town officials. 

Proposed reductions totaling 
$275,000 are possible because of lower 
property and liability insurance fees, a 
July change in state law that will lower 
retirement fund contributions, and 
lower interest rates that will create a 
savings in anticipated debt service. 
Also, retirements and employee resig- 
nations over the summer reduced the 


number of layoffs the town expected to 
make, lowering the anticipated cost of 
unemployment insurance. 

Deferral of planned Municipal Main- 
tenance projects saved another 
$200,000. 

The remaining $195,000 would be 
shared by the town and schools. 

A $78,000 reduction in the Public 
Works budget is possible because of a 
mild winter last year, which allows a 
carry over from last year’s expenses to 
this year. 

The schools are left with a net reduc- 
tion of $117,000, which can be taken 
from $500,000 the schools had set aside 
in anticipation of just such a cut. 

Selectmen, the school and finance 
committees all recommend approval. 
Sewer savings 

Article 2 calls for a $130,874 
reduction in anticipated fees for use of 
the Greater Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict has allowed a reduction in the 
sewer budget appropriation by that 


amount. Town Meeting approval is 
required. 

The savings is not a surplus, but 
instead saves selectmen from having to 
increase user fees. While the reduction 
lowers the overall budget, it is not 
related to the $670,000 cut to balance 
the budget, and corresponding rev- 
enues will be lowered accordingly. 

Selectmen and the Finance Commit- 
tee recommend approval. 


Library Sunday hours 

Article 3 proposes a $14,500 reappro- 
priation within the library budget to 
complete a number of changes that 
would keep the library open Sundays. 

The budget approved at April Town 
Meeting did not include funds to keep 
Memorial Hall Library Sundays, but a 
majority of voters at that meeting 
expressed their desire to have the 
library remain open on. Sundays, 

It costs $34,000 to staff the library on 
Sundays. The changes, which have 


already been made, include replace- 
ment of two full-time positions with 
four part-time employees at lower pay 
rates for an $8,500 savings. 

The $14,500 transfer, from “other 
expenses” to “personal services,” was 
made possible by purchasing items 
budgeted for fiscal 1992 with fiscal 1991 
money at the end of the last fiscal year. 
The library also purchased fewer 
books to make that savings possible, 
according to Tony Torrisi, the town’s 
budget and finance director. 


If Special Town Meeting approves 
the $14,500 transfer, the Finance Com- 
mittee has agreed to transfer $11,000 
from the town’s reserve fund to reach 
the $34,000. That $11,000 is the same 
amount of money left in the library’s 
personal services account at the end of 
fiscal 1991. 

Selectmen and the Finance Commit- 
tee recommend approval.

from school. 

The committee voted 3 to 1 to adopt 
the new policy at its meeting Tuesday 
night. Richard Hubbell voted against 
the policy and member Susan Jenkins 
was absent. The policy will become 
permanent if the committee approves 
it at its next meeting, Tuesday, Oct. 8 
at 7:30 p.m. 

The school transportation office 
does not plan to implement the policy 
until December, said Carol 
Znamierowski, transportation direc- 
tor. If the new fee is approved the 
administration will reimburse parents 
of grade seven through 12 students $87 
if they already paid the higher $206 bus 
fee. The committee is also looking at 
capping the fee at two riders per, fami- 
ly. 

“I’m in favor of getting more 
younger students on the buses. They 
are not as aware of safety as the older 
children, who have the maturity to 
exercise good judgment,” said Susan 
Dalton, committee member who 
recently married and changed her last 
name from Poore to Dalton. 

Safety considerations for younger 
children, as well as changes in state 
mandates and anticipated changes in 
state busing reimbursement to towns 
were the reasons the administration 
gave for changing the busing policy, 
said Frank Paul, school business man- 
ager. 

“The state only requires us to trans- 


change again... 


port students in grades K through six. 
We will get last year’s money for reim- 
bursements on the busing we did,” said 


, Mr. Paul. 


“But, next year will be a different 
story,” he said. 

The School Committee implemented 
a busing fee this year for all students, 
regardless of grade, if they lived less 
than two miles from school, The new 
policy would levy fees on just those 
students in grade seven and above. 

Younger students who now ride the 
bus would continue to do so under the 
new policy. Those who rode the buses 
last year, but chose not to pay the fee 
this year, would also be placed on a K- 
six bus, said Ms. Znamierowski. 

Mr. Hubbell said he voted against 
the new policy because it means less 
revenue for the school system. 

“We raised almost $200,000 with the 
fees. If we have to start returning mon- 
ey we'll have less to buy back teach- 
ers,” he said. 


According to administration fig- 
ures, the present fees raised double the 
amount expected, giving the school 
system about $100,000 more to spend. 
The new policy would return a portion 
of that $100,000 and take another

Bylaw changes, library hours, budget cuts on warrant 
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T sachen pay deferral 

Article 4 would reject a state man- 
date to defer budgeting one month of 
teachers’ salaries from 1992 to 1993. 

The state mandate is a bookkeeping 
device designed to make more money 
available in fiscal 1992 and 1993 by hav- 
ing to budget only 11 months of salaries 
each year, but the town would have to 
pay 12 months again in 1994. 

The teachers still have to be paid 
each month, and to defer raising the 
funds does not really help the town and 
could actually hurt the cash flow, 
according to Mr. Torrisi. 

The confusing part of this one, and a 
point to remember, is that it takes 
approval of this article to reject the 
deferral. 

Selectmen, the schoo] and finance 
committees all recommend approval. 
Yard Sales 

Article 5 is being presented by the 
Planning Board and would allow the 
building inspector greater ability to 
regulate yard sales, and other similar 
businesses being operated out of pri- 
vate homes, through a permit process. 

This change could allow craft sales 
in homes, such as the Andover Cottage 
Industries sales, which were banned 


last Christmas, to be approved by per- 
mit. 

After a public hearing on this article 
Tuesday night, the Planning Board 
postponed making a recommendation. 
Board members will vote during a 6 
p.m. meeting prior to Special Town 
Meeting Monday night. 

There was some question about the 
definition of yard sales and other lan- 
guage in the article, yet the board did 
not want to delay a solution to Andover 
Cottage Industries beyond the holi- 
days. An amendment may be made on 
the floor of Town Meeting to narrow 
the scope of the article. 

The Board of Selectmen will make 
its recommendation at Town Meeting. 
Rogers Brook 

Article 6 would allow the town to 
take by eminent domain and make a 
public way Rogers Brook East, a subdi- 
vision cul-de-sac off Highland Road 
that was left incomplete by a developer 
whose bond was subsequently taken by 
the town. 

The Board of Selectmen and Plan- 
ning Board recommend approval. 
Sidewalks 

Articles 7 and 8 are private articles 
that ask voters to approve construction 
of two sidewalks, which their propo- 


nents say would improve safety for 
school children. 

Article 7 asks for $192,000 to con- 
struct a sidewalk on the south side of 
Lowell Street from North Main Street 
to Shawsheen Road, 

Article 8 asks for $64,000 to con- 
struct a sidewalk along the south side 
of Lincoln Street from Lowell Street to 
Shawsheen Road. 

The Planning Board recommends 
disapproval because: Lowell Street 
already has a sidewalk on the other 
side of the road; the entire Lincoln 
Street and its drains and utilities need 
to be reconstructed and the sidewalk 
should not be done separately; and 
sidewalks on Shawsheen and Beacon 
streets are a higher priority. 

The Finance Committee also recom- 
mends disapproval of both articles. 
Selectmen will recommend at Town 
Meeting. 

Mausoleums

After a public hearing on this article 
Tuesday night, the Planning Board vot- 
ed to recommend disapproval because 
the language of the article is too vague 
and would not give the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, which would have to issue 


special permits for any mausoleums, 
enough criteria to control them. 

The Board of Selectmen will recom- 
mend at Town Meeting. 


Unregistered cars 

Article 10 is a private article that 
would add a section to the zoning 
bylaw to allow one unregistered car to 
be stored on a residential lot. 

The current bylaw allows storage of 
cars indoors, according to the common 
interpretation of the building inspec- 
tor. This bylaw would allow for storage 
of one car outdoors. 

The intent of this article is to allow 
one vehicle to be unregistered on resi- 
dential property. It is not to intended to 
allow storage of junk cars. 

After a public hearing Tuesday 
night, the Planning Board voted to rec- 
ommend disapproval, citing a letter 
from Thomas Urbelis, new town coun- 
sel, that the addition would conflict 
with another section of the bylaw. The 
conflict would result in the addition 
being thrown out by the attorney gen- 
eral even if approved at Town Meeting, 
according to Mr. Urbelis. 

The Board of Selectmen will recom- 
mend at Town Meeting. See related sto- 
ry in this week’s Townsman.

Town 
Meeting 
decisions 


There are some important articles on 
Monday’s Special Town Meeting war- 
rant. The first thing to remember is that 
if you don’t go, you aren’t participating 
in the community’s decisions. The meet- 
ing is at 7 p.m., at the Collins Center. See 
you there. 


Now that the basic business is taken 
care of, take a look at the articles. Memo- 
rial Hall Library’s Sunday hours are on 
the warrant. Last April we voted to 
make sure the library opens Sundays. 
That’s what the public wants; that’s 
what it should get. Approve this one; it’s 
a matter of bookkeeping within the 
library budget. Keeping the Sunday 
hours means a lot to a lot of people. 


The more difficult decisions relate to 
the articles that change the zoning 
bylaws. One would make legal cottage 
industries such as a well-known group 
that puts on a Christmas sale from par- 
ticipants’ houses. Another would allow 
residents to store one unregistered car 
outdoors, at their house. And a third 
would allow mausoleums in Andover 
cemeteries. 


The Townsman recommends against 
these bylaw changes at this time. Even 
though we believe residents should be 
allowed to store an unregistered car 
properly, and even though we are push- 
ing for a solution to allowing crafters 
such as Andover Cottage Industries its 
one sale a year, the town has not yet 
engaged in enough discussion about the 
changes. 

First, the town needs to resolve the 
philosophical issue of the building 
inspector’s job. Do we want him inter- 
preting the bylaw every step of the way, 
or do we wish to rewrite the zoning 
bylaw to make it completely tight so that 
the building inspector will not interpret 
the law? 


Town officials, and perhaps a study 
committee of volunteers, need to 
research the building inspector’s deci- 
sions. How often does he have to inter- 
pret the bylaw? Is there a way to re-write 
the law so that the building inspector 
can easily make decisions about this car 
and that one, this sale, the other one? 

Changing the zoning bylaw takes a 
two-thirds vote at Town Meeting. That’s 
because changing the zoning bylaw 
shouldn’t be taken lightly.

So I told the staff to hit the streets

I’m talking about the Townsman’s 
series on single people in Andover. 
We've had a lot of response. But most 


of the response has come from wom- 
en, 
Obviously we have nothing 
against women — many of us here at 
this newspaper are women and we 
think we're an interesting and story- 
worthy group. But we'd like to hear 
about single men in Andover, too 
what they do here, what they do dur- 
ing their leisure time and what it’s 
like tor them to be single in Andover. 
We've approached a few men and 
some of them have said yes, You can 
see that from today’s profile. A few 
have said no, One guy said he values 
his privacy too much. Another single 
man who is divorced said yes, but 
after being interviewed and telling 
his girl friend and children that he 
was going to appear in the Towns- 


man’s single series, he got too much 
negative reaction from them. So he 
backed out. 

But I have decided not to feel 
guilty that we can’t get a good bal- 
ance of men and women for the 
series.

Statistics say that they are here in 
Andover. Andover has 22,911 resi- 
dents over 15 years old, according to 
the 1990 federal census. Of those, 
5,871, 25.6 percent, are single and 
have never been married, 2,911 
females and 2,960 males. See, that’s 
more men than women. 

Maybe they’re all 15 and 16 or

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Students to study the needs Board deals with noise 
of downtown shoppers

The Central Business District Com- 
mittee has arranged with a professor 
at Merrimack College to have a group 
_of students conduct a survey to find 
out what products and services shop- 
pers need and want in downtown 
Andover. 

Dr. Charles Comegys, an associate 
professor in the marketing department 
of the business school, met with CBD 
committee members Tuesday, Sept. 17, 
to discuss plans for his students to con- 
duct the survey. 


The survey will be a project for a 
group of his students. They will have 
to determine what information the 
CBD members are looking for, then 
design an appropriate survey. The sur- 
vey may be over the telephone or one 
in which students actually hit the 
streets with clipboards in hand. 

The students would probably begin 
the survey in about a month, according 
to Harry Smith, town planner. 

“Tt would be this semester, so it 
would be all wrapped up by Christ- 
mas,” Mr. Smith said. 

Mr. Smith presented the CBD with a 
tentative plan to post several signs 
throughout downtown, directing shop- 
pers to the municipal parking lots. 

The plan also calls for signs along 
the main roads, such as Route 125 and 
possibly at the highway exits, directing 
traffic to the downtown shopping dis- 
trict, and within the downtown to key

destinations such as town offices and 
Memorial Hall Library. 

Another idea being considered 
would be to install a directory of stores 
and services in the downtown, similar 
to what one might find at the entrance 
to a mall, located at the parking lots. 


The group will study the recommen- 
dations over the next couple of weeks. 

“We want to be presenting this to 
selectmen very shortly,” committee 
member Enzo Fossella said last week. 

The plans outline where the signs 
should be located and what they 
should say to best direct traffic, partic- 
ularly to the municipal lots behind 
Old Town Hall, at Park Street Village 
and adjacent to Olde Andover Village. 

“People don’t know where the lots 
are,” Mr. Fossella said. 

Mr. Fossella said members of the 
CBD committee, which was created by 
the Board of Selectmen last spring to 
resolve problems and recommend 
improvements downtown, are beyond 
getting to know each other and are set- 
tling down to getting things done. 


“The meetings are now beginning to 
get serious in terms of accomplishing 
some things,” Mr. Fossella said. 


The committee’s next meeting is 
tomorrow, Friday, at 7 a.m. The meet- 
ing will include a walk through down- 
town to view some of the the sites rec- 
ommended for signs.

The Board of Health Monday 
ordered Deloury Construction Co. to 
make six changes at its 46 Lowell Junc- 
tion Road concrete and asphalt recy- 
cling operation to reduce noise and 
dust coming from the site. 

But the board continued Monday 
night’s public hearing and agreed to 
meet with John Deloury, of 46 Chan- 
dler Circle, the company’s owner, to 
discuss the order after Mr. De loury 
said it would be impossible to meet its 
six conditions. The hearing will 
resume at the board’s Oct. 8 meeting. 

Neighbors of the Deloury site have 
been complaining about the noise and 


dust for more than a year. Mr. Deloury 
has tried to reduce the noise and dust 
levels coming from his operation, 
according to Health Director Everett 
Penney, but has not succeeded to satis- 
fy several neighbors. 

The company stored construction 
materials on the site for three years, 
from 1987 to 1990, without any com- 
plaints. It received a special permit 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals to 
begin the recycling operation in 1990, 

The operation reduces large chunks 
of cement and asphalt to gravel in 
large — and according to the neighbors 

noisy, crushing machines.

threat of Lyme disease isn’t 


The closing of summer does not 
mean the disappearance of dangerous 
Ixodes dammini ticks or deer ticks. 
This known transmitter of Lyme dis- 
ease remains a threat through the fall. 


“We actually see a resurgence of 


deer ticks in the middle of September, 
These ticks are active and feeding well 
into November in most parts of the 
country. In more mild climates they 
can be active all year,” according to 
Charles Koval, University of Wiscon- 
sin-Extension entomologist and profes- 
sor in the department of entomology at 
UW-Madison. “As a result, Lyme dis- 
ease can be actively transmitted in the 
fall.” 

Ticks will cluster and cling to the 
remaining vegetation to warm them- 
selves in colder temperatures, expos- 
ing them to high levels of contact with 
humans and animals. 

“The fall season becomes even more 
dangerous because people tend to get 
careless and relax their tick protection 
safeguards,” he added. “People should 
definitely be adhering to Lyme disease 
precautions for themselves and their 
pets during the fall because the threat

of disease transmission is still pre- 
sent.” 

The following Lyme disease precau 
tions are recommended by the Centers 
for Disease Control: 


* Be aware of and try to avoid tick 
habitats, such as tall grass, bushes and 
woods. 


* Wear appropriate clothing, such as 
a hat, tucked in shirt with tight collar 
and cuffs and long pants tucked into 
socks, 

« Use a personal repellent. 

* Check frequently for ticks while 
outside and immediately after coming 
inside; remove any attached ticks with 
a tweezers. 

* Inspect pets for ticks and use vet- 
erinarian-recommended tick control 
products. 


While there is no Lyme disease vac- 
cine for humans, a vaccine has been 
developed for dogs and is available 
through veterinarians. The vaccine 
can be given to dogs any time of the 
year, followed by an annual booster. 
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There’s hope for aching backs 


A study of low back pain treatments 
involving 180 patients showed the best 
results among those who received 
prompt treatment and a combination 
of physical therapy and analgesics. 

Neurosurgeon Hadley A. Clarke 
announced these results at the Ameri- 
can Academy of Neurology’s annual 
meeting in Boston. 

“Most patients I see are having seri- 
ous problems with back pain,” says Dr. 
Clarke, who has a practice in Bridge- 
town, Barbados. 

“They have seen doctors and other 
specialists for some time, but are not 


satisfied with the results.” 
The study participants were divided 


into four groups and received one of 


the following treatments: physical 
therapy, analgesics, spinal manipula- 
tion or a combination of physical ther- 
apy and analgesics. Patient response 
was measured in decreased pain, the 
ability to perform activities of daily 
living and lumbar spinal movements 
measured in degrees. 

The patients who received the com- 
bination of physical therapy and anal- 
gesics showed the greatest improve- 
ment, Dr. Clarke said.

“Treatment of these kinds of 
injuries are something you have to do 
all the time or you lose your skill.

“We're the only hospital north of the 
Route 128 belt who has this second 
physician on staff. This has definitely 
given us a new dimension in being able 
to take care of trauma patients,” he 
adds. 

It also helps when more than one 
patient with critical injuries is being 
treated simultaneously. 

“Our mission to this region is to pro 
vide critical emergency care. That 
means we're going to have unexpected 
cases come in by ambulance. And 
we're ready for them,” Dr. Iseke says.

Many women have been left in 
the dark when it comes to exercise 
and fitness. 


There are lots of different rea- 
sons for this, but the important fact 
remains — women today are look- 
ing for more with regard to their 
personal fitness programs. They 
expect education, professional 
guidance and most of all, results. 


The fitness industry has come a 
long way in its research on the ben- 
efits of regular exercise.

Even most sedentary individuals 
can begin a moderate exercise pro- 
gram safely.

Women who are physically fit 
are less likely to die from cancer 
and cardiovascular disease than 
their unfit peers. 

Regular exercise helps to adjust 
cholesterol to a low-risk profile; it 
helps to reduce systemic arterial 
blood pressure; it allows the body 
to burn calories more efficiently, 
making it easier to maintain opti- 
mal body weight and composition. 

Other benefits of exercise specifi- 
cally related to women include: 


- A lower rate of breast cancer; 

- The delay of bone loss and pro- 
motion of bone formation in wom- 
en at risk of osteoporosis;

fatigue and improving circulation 
so that blood doesn’t pool in leg 
veins, a cause of varicose veins. 


It is never too late to begin an 
exercise program.

It is desirable for most people 
starting a new program to have at 
least a limited health appraisal 
before starting a vigorous exercise 
program or performing an exercise 
test.

Then move on to duration 
slowly increase the amount of time 
you exercise as you become more 
fit. This enhances your cardiovas- 
cular condition and fat-burning 
efficiency. Then, focus on intensity 
- maintain your motivation by 
varying your routine. Challenge 
yourself physically to improve 
strength and endurance. 


No matter who you are or what 
your exercise history is, moderate 
levels of exercise offer considerable 
health benefits. 


Through exercise and athletic 
activity, people of all ages can 
reduce stress while improving 
mental and physical well-being — 
all while having lots of fun.

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Physician, heal thyself 


Holy Family and Lawrence General kick the habit 


By Melissa DeMeo 

Hospitals — those traditional bas- 
tions of health information and nag- 
ging reminders of what’s good for you 
are the last place you’d expect to see 
someone light up a cigarette. 

But it was only this summer that 
Holy Family and Lawrence General 
hospitals decided to kick the habit, 
banning smoking almost everywhere 
in the buildings (Holy Family contin- 
ues to allow some smoking in its psy- 
chiatric wing). 

Although patients were strongly 
urged not to, Lawrence General used to 
let smokers light up in a specified 
room. Those who were too sick to get 
out of bed were probably too sick to be 
smoking anyway, said Janet Sheehan, 
a nurse in the hospital’s Work Health 
Program. 

That didn’t stop one patient at Holy 


Family Hospital from checking himself 


out — against medical advice — because 
he was told he couldn’t smoke any- 
where in the building. 

With the start of the new policy on 
July 4, patients aren’t the only ones 
who have to go without their Winstons: 
Smoking staff members are relegated 
to the outdoors. Lawrence General’s 
policy is so specific that smokers have 
to stand 50 feet away from the building. 

The hospitals, which together serve 
the Merrimack Valley, coordinated 
their non-smoking policies to send a 
message to the community. “As a 
health institution, it made sense to pro- 
mote” clean living, one spokeswoman 
said 

And just in time. The Joint Commis 
sion on Accreditation of Health Care 
Organizations will start requiring that 
hospitals be smoke-free next year. 

But can there really be smoking 
health professionals — who know the 
dangers perhaps better than anyone? 

“Yes,” nurse Sheehan avers. “A lot 
of respiratory therapists smoke. And 
you would think they would really 
know better.” 

A pharmacist at the smoke-free St. 
John's Hospital in Lowell reported that 
even in the middle of Hurricane Bob, 
people were outside smoking. 


They're not alone. Sixteen percent of 


doctors smoke, according to the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society. That’s an improve: 
ment when you look at the figure from 
1959: Back then, 38 percent of doctors 
said they smoked cigarettes. 

Of Holy Family’s 950 employees, 
about 30 percent reported in a poll that 
they smoke. 

“T think it’s pretty reflective of the 
larger population,” said Delia O’Con- 
nor, the hospital’s chief operating offi- 
cer who was chairwoman of the 15- 
member smoking task force that set 
the new policy. 

Besides their humanity, health pro- 
fessionals have another thing against 
them: Stress. 

They are “notoriously high in stress 
because of medical emergencies,” Ms.

Andover’s policies on smoking in 
the workplace mirror the state law 
passed in 1988 that provides regula- 
tion for public buildings, such as 
schools and town hall. 

In public buildings, smoking is 
allowed only in designated areas. 
Smoking is banned in any conference 
or meeting rooms, hallways or public 
areas, elevators, entrances, 
restrooms or any office area where 
public transactions occur. 

The Andover School Committee 
approved a policy on smoking three 
years ago that prohibits student use 
or possession of tobacco products 
while on school property and bans 
visitor smoking as well. The schools 
permit employees to smoke only in 
closed-in, designated areas. 

The only private establishments 
that have to abide by certain smok- 
ing codes are restaurants, markets 
and nursing homes. 

Restaurants that seat less than 75 
people can decide whether they want 
to allow smoking. Restaurants that 


O'Connor said. 
And stress is one of the reasons peo- 


ple smoke — and one of the reasons they 
can’t seem to stop. 

The surgeon general has been 
telling doctors and the rest of us about 
the health risks of smoking for almost 


30 years. You can’t pick up a pack of 


cigarettes without finding out that 
quitting “greatly reduces serious risks 
to your health.” 

These risks include heart disease 
(smokers have twice the risk of dying

seat more than 75 must, by law, have 
designated non-smoking and smok- 
ing areas. Although they do not need 
to be separated by a wall or barrier, 
non-smoking eating areas must cover 
at least 200 square feet of floor space, 
and the smoking area must be clearly 
marked with a sign. Diners objecting 
to restaurants that do not follow this 
policy can complain to Everett Pen- 
ney, director of Andover’s Board of

Smoking is not allowed anywhere 
in supermarkets. 

Nursing homes — both public and 
private — must designate non-smok- 
ing areas in common areas such as 
lobbies, cafeterias, conference rooms 
and employee lounges. Employees 
can’t smoke around patients. 

Here is a list of local businesses 
and how they accommodate smokers 
and non-smokers: 

High-tech industries 

Digital Equipment Corp., 165 

Dascomb Road, allows smoking in 
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of heart attacks) and strokes (smokers 
die of them three times as often as non- 


smokers). Smoking is also the cause of 


about 30 percent of all cancers, accord- 
ing to the American Cancer Society, 
and is responsible for more than 83 per- 
cent of lung cancer cases. It’s also the 
major culprit in emphysema and 
chronic bronchitis. 

But 32 percent of men and 28 percent 
of women continue to take the risks. 

“It’s a tough habit to break,” said 
Lisa Slattery, unit director of the 


American Cancer Society’s Tewksbury 
office. “It takes modifying the behav- 
ior.” 

“For some people it’s a physical and 
psychological addiction,” added 
Joanne Martel, code enforcement 
administrator for Andover’s Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

But even the abstinent are not 
immune. Studies by the surgeon gener- 
al and the National Academy of Sci- 
ences show that exposure to second- 
hand smoke increases the risk of devel- 
oping lung cancer. 

The studies found that non-smokers 
married to heavy smokers have two to 
three times the risk of lung cancer than 
those with non-smoking spouses. 

“What you’re breathing is someone 
else’s excretion. You're inhaling the 
toxins that are coming out,” Ms. Martel 
said. 

That’s new news. Despite all the 
attention on smoking, the risks of sec- 
ond-hand smoke are just beginning to 
be studied. You never saw Perry 
Mason ask Paul Drake to put a butt 
out. 

Maybe he should have. The Environ- 
mental Protection Agency says that 
3,800 non-smokers die of lung cancer 
every year. And many of them are get- 
ting it from second-hand cigarette 
smoke. 

“A lot of people are speaking out on 
their rights as non-smokers,” said Ms. 
Slattery of the Cancer Society. 

Forty-two states (including Mas- 
sachusetts) and more than 400 munici- 
palities limit or restrict smoking in 
public places. In Andover’s town 
offices, smoking is allowed in the 
employees’ lounge, but individual 
offices vary, depending on the prefer- 
ence of the occupants. 

“Every year I put up a table for the 
Great American Smokeout. I put out 
sugarless candies. They’re sick of hear- 
ing about it,” Ms. Martel said with a 
laugh. “I don’t think I’m pushy. It’s 
counterproductive. I just give gentle 
reminders every once in a while.” 

At both Holy Family and Lawrence 
General, employees were given plenty 
of notice of the change in the smoking 
policy, and they were offered programs 
to help them kick the habit. 

Lawrence General had been making 
fewer places available for smoking 
over the last year and a half, according 
to Joe Tamburino, vice president of 
human resources and community rela- 
tions. 

Holy Family’s task force specifically 
included smokers. “Certainly we want- 
ed to hear from them and meet at least 
some” of their requests, Ms. O’Connor 
said. 

Both Mr. Tamburino and Ms. O’Con- 
nor said, while the hospitals did have 
to take it in the ear for a while, most 
employees have made the switch to a 
non-smoking workplace gracefully.

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(Continued from page | 2A) 
two designated lounge areas that are 


specially treated to filter smoke out of 


the air. The company manufactures 
and distributes computer equipment. 

Genetics Institute, 1 Burtt Road, 
banned smoking everywhere in its 
building July 15. 


Zoltan Csimma, vice president of 


human resources, said that there used 
to be some lounges and offices where 
employees could smoke, but com- 
plaints from non-smokers changed the 
policy. 

The biotechnology company is based 
in Cambridge, where strict ordinances 
against smoking were recently passed. 

“It ain’t easy,” Mr. Csimma said. 
“As always, you get a few people who 
feel strongly the other way. But almost 
all employees have been very mature 
in dealing with this.” 

Industrial Materials Technology, 
155 River Road, is another local compa- 
ny that recently decided to make the 
switch to a non-smoking workplace. 

IMT, which provides metallurgical 
services for aerospace and other indus- 
tries, now prohibits smoking in its lob- 
bies, hallways, coffee rooms, mail room 
and lunch room from 12 to 12:30 p.m. 

Smoking in offices is up to the indi- 
vidual occupants. 

“We've been talking about it (policy) 
for about a year,” said Barbara Lasch- 
er, personnel administrator. “There 
are some employees who are actually 
allergic to smoke.” 

Ms. Lascher said the company’s 
smokers are very considerate of their 
non-smoking colleagues. 


Raytheon Co., 350 Lowell St., pro- 
hibits smoking in four general areas: 
manufacturing, near sensitive equip- 
ment, storage areas and common areas 
(restrooms, hallways, and lobbies). The 
government defense contractor allows 
smoking in a designated area of the 
cafeteria. 

Raytheon does not have cigarette 
vending machines in the building and 
periodically offers clinics for the 
employees who want to quit smoking, 
according to Ed Powers, a spokesman 
at Raytheon. 

Mr. Powers said that this policy on 
smoking ‘generally works and mirrors 
the general public’s attitude towards 
smoking in that it is recognized as a 
health hazard.” 

Schools 

At Andover High School, Shaw- 
sheen Road, only faculty can smoke - 
and then only in a closed in lounge 
area. Students may not smoke any- 
where on campus, and that leads to 
complaints such as: “Why can’t we 
smoke since the teachers can?” accord- 
ing to Principal Tim Thomas. 

Health facilities 

Academy Manor Nursing Home, 
89 Morton St., follows state regulations 
set specifically for nursing homes. 
That means no smoking in patients’ 
rooms. 


Patients may smoke in sections of 


the living rooms in each unit, and 
there are certain hours the employee 
break room is designated “smoking,” 
according to Laurie Orstein, adminis- 
trative assistant. 

Andover Walk-In Medical Center, 
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What's smoking here in Andover? 


138 Haverhill St., prohibits smoking for 
all patients and, as of this year, employ- 
ees as well. 

“The change was for health reasons 
and allows better working conditions,” 
said nurse Mary Jo Smith. 

Private companies 

Andover Townsman, 89 N. Main 
St., has no written smoking policy, but 
some departments are smoke free by 
choice, said editor Perry Colmore 
Catlin. 

Artistic Performance Hair Salon, 
3 Dundee Park, has no set policy for 
smoking, but generally people smoke 
in the reception area or while waiting 
under the hair dryers, according to 
salon employee Jan Courcy. 

“T wish it would be a law that no one 
is allowed to smoke (while inside the 
salon), but it is accepted that no one 
smokes while a service is being ren- 
dered,” Ms. Courcy said. 

Century 21 Minuteman Realty, 2 
Elm Square, has no smoking and, 
employee Jean Fitzgerald, said, “There 
are no complaints.” 

First Essex Savings Bank, 211 N. 
Main St., lets its employees smoke only 
in designated areas, This policy was 
put into effect July 1 after a company 
“smokeout,” when non-smoking signs 
were posted in the bank and ashtrays 
were taken out of the lobbies, forcing 
smokers to put cigarettes out before 
entering the bank. 

Heritage Cablevision, 15 Stevens 
St., allows smoking, according to office 
manager Angela Patsios, but, since 
most of the employees are smokers, 
there have been few complaints. 


Physician heal thyself: Hospitals kic 


Not all SarnAnice make so smooth a 
transition, though. 

“Friendship has ended over smok- 
ing,” said Jack Meehan, vice president 
of public information at Strasnick & 
Associates, a behavioral medical firm 
that has helped some Andover compa- 
nies become smoke-free. 

“One man said he would quit his 
bleeping job after 20 years rather than 
have the company force him to stop 
smoking on the job.” 

“Employees who smoke think they 
are being treated unfairly; they feel 
they are being judged,” agrees the Can- 
cer Society’s Ms. Slattery. 

Both Lawrence General and Holy 
Family hospitals got their share of 
grumbling. “There was a lot of vocifer- 
ous comment by smokers, along the 
lines of: ‘This is a free country,” said 
Holy Family’s Ms. O’Connor. 

A few die-hard smokers at the hospi- 
tal have even set off smoke detectors 
while trying to take a few surreptitious 
drags. 

On the other hand, says behavioral 
medicine specialist Brian Strasnick, 
making a company smoke-free may be 
just the impetus smoking employees 
need to give up their bad habit. 


“Tt can really be beneficial for them 
if it’s sold to them in the right way,” 
Dr. Strasnick said. “It shouldn’t be: 
‘We’re going smoke-free and you'll nev- 
er, ever smoke in here again.’” 

Dr. Strasnick uses hypnotism 
sometimes on 40 people at a time — to 
help whole companies give up smok- 
ing. 


Some firms offer their employees 
hypnotism sessions; others offer to pay 
for smoking-cessation workshops. The 
American Cancer Society has a pro- 
gram called Fresh Start, which trains 
one employee to go back to the work- 
place and help his or her colleagues 
quit. 

Ms. Martel of the Health Depart- 
ment, who is also trained in Fresh 
Start, describes the group leaders as 
“facilitators.” 

“We’re not counselors; we’re not 
teachers. We’re not there to throw guilt 
at people,” she said. 

However they manage to stay off 
cigarettes for eight or 10 hours a day, 
the employees get cleaner lungs. And 
the employers save money. 

The average one-pack-plus per day 
smoker will cost an employer $624 a 
year over a lifetime, according to the 


American Cancer Society. That dollar 
figure comes from excess health-insur- 
ance costs, absenteeism and lost pro- 
ductivity. Computers and other sensi- 
tive equipment are also vulnerable to 
cigarette smoke. 


In fact, the Cancer Society reports, 
the potential dollar savings to private 
industry for lung cancer, if all employ- 
ees were to stop smoking, is estimated 
at $551,700,000 a year, 

A pretty penny. But not many com- 
panies are picking it up. 

“Very few are no-smoking,” says Dr. 
Peter Dillard, an occupational physi- 
cian who lives in Andover. 

A non-smoking policy “has to 
include managers, and since managers 
also smoke and they’re the ones that 
set policy,” they’re not likely to curb 
their own habit. 

“Tt is very common that companies 
don’t accommodate their employees” 
who have health complaints because of 
poor air quality. Some of Dr. Dillard’s 
patients have had to quit their jobs. 

The expense of modifying or over- 
hauling an entire heating and ventila- 
tion system can very high. “A lot (of 
employers) would prefer to turn their 
back and let the problem go away.” 


The cable TV company prohibits 
smoking only in the warehouse, 
around the equipment. 

There is one designated area in the 
company for non-smokers. 

Sunoco Gas Station, 205 N. Main 
St., lets workers smoke in the large 
garage work areas, but prohibits smok- 
ing near the pumps or in the office 
area. 

Restaurants 

Backstreet Restaurant, 19 Essex 
St., allows smoking in all three rooms 
of the restaurant and uses smoke 
eaters to filter the air. 

When diners make reservations and 
request a non-smoking area, Back- 
street staff members explain the policy, 
“and this works out,” according to 
owner Loanne Shulman. 

They also try to seat non-smokers in 
the front of each room, near the smoke 
eaters, 

McDonald’s, 195 N. Main St.,-has 
smoking in half of the front area as 
well as the side lobby area. 

“It'd be nice if we could have nice 
seating for people who don’t want 
smoke to filter in, but we’re doing the 
best we can,” said manager Beth 
Schilder. 

A conscientious non-smoker herself, 
Ms. Schilder says that she is one of the 
few complainers about the restaurant's 
smoke. In fact, she said, most of fast- 
food restaurant’s regular customers 
are smokers. 

Petro’s Seafoods & Deli, 16 Post 
Office Ave., is a small eatery that lets

But even firms that lend a sympa- 
thetic ear to non-smokers have much 
to contend with. 

“Companies are often asking for 
some kind of trouble” when they go 
smoke-free, Dr. Dillard says. 

That means health-minded CEOs 
can expect some grumbling from their 
smoking employees, but they may also 
have to worry about the fine print in 
the employee handbook. 

“Use of the word ‘rights’ in a smok- 
ing policy may connote a legal inter- 
pretation that a business may wish to 
avoid,” the American Cancer Society 
suggests in a model policy for smoking 
in the workplace. “The word ‘prefer- 
ence’ is often the second alternative.” 

And, according to local personnel 
directors, it’s not a good idea to ask a 
candidate at a job interview point- 
blank if he or she is a smoker. 

But the fact remains; Private compa- 
nies can set whatever smoking policy 
they want. 


“There is no legislation mandating 
private industry,” said Ms. Martel of 
the Health Department. “But (smok- 
ing) is a health hazard and should be 
addressed as any health hazard is.”

In the past, glasses and contact 
lenses have traditionally been the 
methods to correct nearsighted 
ness; however, a surgical proce 
dure called radial keratotomy has 
been gaining acceptance over the 
last decade as another alternative. 
Increased safety and predictability 
of results from improved tech- 
niques and instrumentation’ have 
generated a great deal of public 
interest in this procedure. 


Radial keratotomy is performed 
in an outpatient setting using local 
(eyedrop) anesthesia. The proce-

dure involves making tiny inci- 


sions on the cornea, the clear strue- 
ture covering the iris and pupil 
known as the “window” of the eye. 
These incisions are made in a pat- 
tern resembling the spokes of a 
Wheel, their measurements indi- 
vidually calculated for each patient 
to allow the point of focus to fall 
properly on the retina, causing 
vision to become clearer. 


In selected groups, there is an 88 
percent predictability for correc- 
tion of vision to 20/40 or better 
without glasses. Astigmatism can 
often be corrected as well. Radial 
keratotomy is particularly helpful 


for people who are intolerant of 


glasses or contact lenses,

tye injuries cause needless physical 
discomfort and expense, including the 
loss of time at work, Studies show that 
some accidents, while not always blind- 
ing, may diminish vision severely 
enough to force a change of career 
often at a reduced income, 

Although less than 4 percent of blind- 


ness is due to accidents, this is one’ 


cause of vision loss that’s preventable. 
Most are familiar with precautions 


about fireworks, the careless use of 


household chemicals and the need for 
protective eyewear in sports and 
around dangerous power tools, 

Not so well recognized, however, is 
the potential for eye injury that lurks in 
seemingly harmless everyday items. 
These examples of hidden dangers are 
from reports gathered by Research to 
Prevent Blindness: corneas scorched by 
steam from peering into popcorn pack- 
ages fresh out of the microwave oven; 
bungy cords, used to lash items to car 
roofs, can cause severe blows to the eye; 
some glue applicators and eye drop bot- 
tles have very similar shapes and have 
been mistaken for eye drops, resulting 
in eyelids cemented together. Officials 
estimate that nine out of 10 eye injuries 
are preventable.

from a hospital to discuss health-care 
plans. 

Geriatric nurses and nurse practi- 
tioners are trained to focus on keeping 
elderly patients healthy. Health clinics 
for the elderly are held at local coun- 
cils on aging and other sites with fund- 
ing from Elder Services of the Merri- 
mack Valley. The clinics offer health 
screenings, blood pressure and choles- 
terol monitoring and diet and nutrition 
education. Community programs 
include care-giver seminars, maternal 
health clinies, diabetes and other 
screening and flu shots. 


The AIDS program offers HUV-relat- 
ed support services for patients and 
their families. Since 1986, VNA Home- 
Care has been recognized for service in 
the field of HIV care by receiving 
grants from the state, said Phebe Gold- 
man, executive director at VNA Home 
Care Ine. Services include nursing and 
high-tech care, medical-related social 
services, volunteer support, support 
groups for HIV-infected clients and 
their families and loved ones and 
bereavement support. 


Medical social workers deal with 
entire families to give emotional sup 
port and serve as a resource for finding 
alternative assistance. Private-duty 
and homemaker services are also 
available, 

Home-health aides and nurses are a 
solution for finding peace of mind for 


care-givers who sometimes must leave 
a home-bound person alone, said Ms. 
Goldman. 

HomeCare Inc is a private, non-prof- 
it agency that provides in-home care 
for those who are home-bound or need 
extra care to remain safe and healthy 
in their homes. HomeCare clients pay 
privately for services in their home, 
HomeCare staffers work closely with 
the VNA and Hospice branches of the 
organization, 


The majority of HomeCare clients 
are elderly people who may live alone, 
new mothers who need help with chil- 
dren and/or around their homes, hand- 
icapped people who live alone, people 
recently discharged from the hospital 
and rehabilitation facilities, and fami- 
lies needing assistance with dependent 
family members. 


Twenty-four hour live-in care is 
available, as well as private-duty 
licensed nursing, 

Live-in or companion care is quite 
popular, according to Karen S, Harvey, 
director of HomeCare. “With an 
overnight companion in the home, 
families feel more secure about the 
safety of an elderly parent or relative,” 
Ms. Harvey said. 

The Lifeline Person Emergency 
Response System augments other 
HomeCare services by providing an 
extra measure of security for anyone 
living alone.

Breast-cancer 
statistics are 
grim: 1 in9 


Five years ago, a woman’s chances of 
developing breast cancer were one in 
11. Today they are one in nine. 

This alarming trend has prompted 
many women to learn the facts about 
breast cancer and to follow screening 
recommendations for early detection. 
Many other women, however, do not 
know or tune out this bad news and 
never take steps to protect the health of 
their breasts. 

This year, 175,000 American women 
will develop cancer of the breast. The 
good news is that, despite increasing 
incidence rates, the death rate from 
breast cancer has been fairly stable for 
the past 50 years. A major reason for 
this unchanging death rate is increased 
emphasis on early detection, along with 
improved treatment. 

Early diagnosis is the key to treating 
breast cancer before it has spread. With 
prompt treatment, the chances for com- 
plete recovery are good.

Every woman should take an active 
role by practicing monthly breast self- 
examination, having a yearly breast 
exam by a physician and getting rou 
tine mammograms after age 40. A mam- 
mogram is an X-ray test to detect lumps 
in the breast before they are large 
enough to be felt. 

Doctors don’t know why some wom- 
en develop breast cancer and others do 
not. They do know that some factors 
can increase the risk, including age 
over 50, having a personal or family 
history of breast cancer and having a 


first child after age 30. Karly onset of 


menstruation and late menopause may 
also increase the risk. 

Don’t assume, though, that just 
because you don’t fall into any of these 
groups you do not need to worry about 
breast cancer. Many women who devel- 
op the disease have no known risk fac- 
tors. The wisest strategy is to become 
familiar with your breasts, examining 
them regularly for changes or lumps, 
and see your doctor each year for an 
examination. 

Even if you or your doctor finds a 
lump, the chances of it being cancer are 

' small — one in five. Most lumps are fluid 

' filled cysts or benign (noncancerous) 
tumors that do not pose any serious 

_ health threats. 

Don’t let fear or ignorance about can- 
cer interfere with proper maintenance. 
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Research shows staying fit 
may help people fight cancer 


While a great deal of research has 
shown that staying fit may help fight 
heart disease, new research reports are 
indicating that physical fitness may 
also offer a defense against some forms 
of cancer. 


In presentations at the American 
Institute for Cancer Research’s 1991 
Research Conference in Washington, 
D.C., recently, several researchers 
reported on findings showing reduced 
cancer risk as the result of exercise 
programs. 


A study by Dr. Ralph Paffenbarger 
Jr., of Stanford University, has found a 
lower incidence of colon cancer among 
alumni of Harvard University who 
reported being the most physically 
active. 


Like most human studies, not all 
dietary and other lifestyle factors were 
taken into account, yet this research 
suggested important directions for fur- 
ther studies. 


Dr, Paffenbarger reported the study 
indicated that for those who exercised 
at moderate to high levels and main- 
tained that level of physical activity 
over a long period, the potential was 
there for a 25 to 50 percent decrease in 
colon cancer risk.

While Dr. Thompson cautioned that 
his studies to date have only been with 
research animals in the laboratory, he 
expressed hope that there soon may be 
research that could give people pat- 
terns of exercise that might provide 
protection against cancer. 


He noted that this could offer help 
for those who find it difficult to switch 
to a low-fat diet, the current advice for 
lowering risk for many cancers. He 
also indicated that such studies may 
find that exercise types and levels may 
be different from those currently rec- 
ommended for general fitness. 


The American Institute for Cancer 
Research’s 1991 Research Conference 
brought together almost 200 cancer 
researchers studying the links between 
fat, calories, exercise and cancer. The 
institute is the only national organiza- 
tion that focuses exclusively on the 
link between diet and cancer.

Dit-da medicine — 
may be the answer 
you're seeking 


What do a soccer player, a lawyer, a car- 
penter, and a taxi cab driver all have in com- 
mon? They are part of a group of a local 
acupuncturist’s patients who have felt the 
tremendous relief of pain from using a spe- 
cialty in Chinese medicine called dit-da (pro: 
nounced det-da). r 

Chinese medicine has evolved through its 
3,000-year history to contain a number of spe- 
cialties similar to familiar western medical 
specialties, said David Sollars of Acupunc- 
ture of Andover. The term dit-da means “hit” 
or contusion. “Dit-da medicine is sometimes 
translated in English as ‘hit medicine.’ Before 
you get concerned, this term refers to what 
happened to the patient before they came to 
the practitioner, Mr. Sollars said. 

In fact, dit-da medicine became widely 
used in China by martial artists who made 
their living by teaching and competing in 
prize-fighting events. Both of these activitits 
involved a level of risk and, if injured, they 
relied on dit-da techniques to ensure a speedy 
recovery to maintain their family’s income. 

In American culture, if you are involved in 
a sports-related injury, you want relief from 
your pain as quickly as possible so that you 
can return to your level of activities and

I use only the highest quality product the market can offer. For example, our Veal Parmigiana lunch 
special for $9.95 is served with Caesar salad and Ziti, I use the finest provimi veal cutlets which are pan 
Sried, topped with meat sauce made from 100% lean ground beef and baked with mozzarella cheese. 

I must remind you, my veal is not fried in a fry-a-lator. That word is not in the Italian vocabulary and is a 
cheap way to prepare Italian food. Each time you order veal at the Colosseum, we ban fry it in fresh soybean 
oll every time. 

I refuse to use any second quality veal. I use only provimi veal. Provimi means: protein, vitamins and 
minerals and not too many meat markets carry this veal because it is very expensive. They will tell you “use 
this other kind, it is the best I have.” But, ask them if it’s the best they can buy. Then ask why they don't 
carry provimi veal - the best product on the market. An example would be the price difference between a 
Pontiac and a Lamborghini. Which would you rather drive for almost the same price? I'll let you be the 
judge.
